In May 1877 Captain Willlam Jessor 
Qoope landed at Constantinople to take up 
the appointment of Brigade Inspector in 
the new Ottoman Gendarmerie ; but as the 
force was neyer may, organised he grew 
tired of inaction, end .went to the front, 
not.as a combatant, but with the ambul- 
ance of the Turkish Compassionate Fund. 
Gin adventures have already been noticed 
in many of the English papers, as he hi 
the misfortune to be taken prisoner by the 
Busslang, and was treated with great har- 


barity. 

- Onptatn Coope was captured at Telliche, 
and ‘eneral Gourko willingly gave. him 
nome guardsmen to assist in carrying tha 
wounded to hospital, But afterwards in 
company with Drs, Vachell and Douglas, 
and M, Lorando, an interpreter, they were 
conveyed by some Cossacks of the Guerd 
to Bogot, to be Ceasar by the Grand 
Duke “Nicholas.

- ON TRIAL IN ENGLAND. 

To the Editor of the Pall Mall Gavette, 
Sir;—My personal expertence of how. an 
acoused prisonor is treated may possibly be 
atrange news to an outside public; 80 iwill 
tell my tale just as things happened in 


'| December last. 


" Attending a meeting in which I. was in- 
terested, a policeman was called, and I was 
suddenly given in charge for an_ alleged 
criminal offence. Iasked to seo hia war- 
rant; the reply was, ‘My clothes are my 
warrant.” Immediately marohed off, and 
rable not s moment to leave a message 
fora, 
crowded Strand, and so to Bow-atreet police- 
station, the policaman holding my arm, an: 
the progeoutors following bebind. ‘At the 
station I was kept.in an inner courty: 
along with a number of policomen just 
going on duty, while the charge was taken 
in theroffice; then, reconducted there, I 
was placed inside ‘an fron raillog reserved 
for prisoners. The charge was read. ovor 
to me, aud I was thon immediately searched 
by o policeman, who put the entire contents 
of my pockets into my hat, and they were 
detained. I was thon hurried to a police- 
cell and locked up till the next morning. 
These cells are small whitewashed apart- 
ments with a wooden seat running round 
thera ; nothing elae, except the door with 
an.iron grating through which one can be 
inspected during the night. From the 
various noises in ‘adjoining. cells, it was 
evident that drink and crime had filled 
most of them. A-certaln burlesque actor 
made the night -vocal with his story. 
“Drunk and incapable” was the charge ; 
but he'loudly asserted that it was {ncorreat, 
and ran over the names of gentlemon 
(literary and dramatic) who he said would 
become ball; that he had to rehearse his 
part next morning, and this detention 
would ruin kiim—tho repeated appeal belng 
generally ended by the one answer, “ You 
aro oe i once varied’ by “Do you say. 
you ate & or j” -“ Yeu, 
fen are not haoting drunk.” : Sleep at 
ast came to his. relief, and a five- 
shilling fine in the morning left him free to 
resume his burlesquo’.studies.

Several witnesses were exa- 
mined and much confused evidence given— 
all tending, however, to convey the most 
unfavourable impression against tho silent 
accused. My solicitor, knowing. little of 
the casa-and acting for ‘himself, did not 
attempt to do away with this improselon. 
So a remand was granted by the magistrate, 
who allowed bail, however, if I could get 
it at the moment, Failing this, 1 was 
taken back to one of tbo cella to await re- 
moval in the prison van. Presently I 
was paraded with a vagabond-looking man 
and a dirty boy, who wore to be my 
companions to the House of Detention 
at Clerkenwell. The large black van 
drawa up at the door, with a crowd round 
it, followed, ‘and I was hustled into a com- 
partment. When the door had been 
slammed to, away we wont over tho granite 
pavement, calling at some other stations on 
the road.to take up. other prisoners. We 
rattle on till the ‘House” is reached, 
Here, paraded’ again, I make one in a file 
of-very unpreposiessing persons, and we 
aré taken -down to the basement of the 
building, where wo separate. Lam locked 
in a small coll, with only a atone aeat—cold 
and comfortless after a Tone day (wight. till 
six) of fasting, fatigue, and great annoyance 
to say the least of it, Hore Latand, rather 
than sit, for a quarter of au hour, and am 
then taken across to a warin bath opposite, 


which is compulsory upon atrival. After, 


thia is gone through, a warder opens the 
door and gives me a tin of wretched per 
(called gruel) and a sodden-looking loaf, 
and, with the obexervation, courtly spoken, 
of ‘This dx all you will get to-night,” 
leaves mo sitting on the edgo of the bath, 
not over hopeful as regards my new 
quarters. Shortly, however, 1 am sum- 
moned by a burly-warder to a sort of office, 
where 1 am again séatohed, newspapers 
thrown into the waste-paper basket, studs, 
sealiag-wax, pet: and money taken 
away. Then I was ordered to strip ; whea 
bare of clothes my description and weight 
were taken. After huddling on some 
clothes the remainder were pushed into my 
hands, and I was taken back to the atone 
sell; hero 1 completed -drossing, For 
another tweuty mioutes I was “again 
paraded with others; prison rules road 
aloud to us by a-warder, and up, up, Up- 
stairs wé wonded. The fourth floor was 
my destination, at the top of all} bere I 
had a cell (thank goodness) to myself, and 
some tea and roll besides, bought with the 
money { had about me. Direoted how to 
sling my hammook bed, I ttmbled in, half 
uadressed only, for the sake of ‘warmth ; 
but: a warder interfered, stating that no 
clothes on were allowed. At last 1 sleep— 
my firat night in prison! . 

On the following morning 1 wake to my 
position, A bell rings about 7 a.m., ani 
one has to be up, dressed, and the bed 
made by the time the warder comes round 
very soon afterwards, After this, when 
daylight appears, I can easily inventory the 
contents of my coll, ‘and. the regulations 
which. rule my oxistence are readable.
